‘Financial Difflculties. , 


Moreover, Mr. Chen contends, 
owing to financial difficulties, the 


Company had {frequeitly to have 
recourse ‘to mortgage loans. It had 
however never been the practice of 
hia predecessors to report such loans 
to tho Ministry. He further point- 
ed out’ that aa’ there were. other 
mortgages on ‘the properties of the 
, Company, tho parties had deemed 
it neccssary, in order to avoid com- 
plications, to. keep the ‘agreements|: 
secret until the necessary arrange- 
ments were comple‘ed, 

He added that he could not have 
foresoon that the Government would 
take over the Company. 

Concluding, Mr, Chen ‘said that 
he would Rivo more detailed ex- 
planations in a circular telegram 
to tho nation.
